MARRIAGES DURING 1929 
REGISTER GREAT INCREASE 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—(4)— 
Matrimony claimed 1,232,559 couples 
in the United States last year, while 
during the same period 201,475 di- 
vorces were recorded. 

The preliminary report'on the 1929 
matrimonial statistics, issued today by 
the department of commerce, showed 
10.1 marriages were performed for 
every 1,000 of population, while di- 
vorees totaled 1.66 per thousand. 

The marriages recorded one of the 
largest yearly increases, numerically 
and in percentage, exceeding the pre- 
ceding year’s total by 50,062, or 4.2 
per eent. There had been a decrease 
the preceding year of 1.5 by compari- 
son with 1927. The divorces, al- 
though showing dn increase of 2.8 
per cent over 1928, could not keep up 
with the growth in marriages. 

The ratio of divorces to marriages, 
computed by the department in re- 
sponse to numerous requests, showed 
that for each 6.1 marriages performed 
one couple was dissolved. The year be- 
fore the ratio was an even 6 to l, 

Nevada was the outstanding leader 
among the states both in marriage 
and divorce. Divorces total 2,533 
and were 28 per 1,000 of population, 
but the rate of marriages per 1,000 
was 63.7. This was attributed largely 
by the government statisticians to the 
adoption of strict marriage laws by 
its neighbor, California. The same 
reason was given for Arizona’s ratio 
of 17.3 per 1,000, the second highest. 

Delaware had the lowest figure on 
marriages, only 5.2 per 1,000 with 
North Carolina close upon it with 
6. North Carolina showed a consid- 
erable decrease from the preceding 
year, the statisticians said, because of 
a law requiring five days’ notice prior 

issuance of licenses to those un- 
der 21, 

Georgia had the lowest proportion 
of divorces to marriages, one being 
granted only to each 13.3 new unions. 


Numerically, Texas led in divorces, 
with 18,386; Illinois next with 15,-

Tilt With Doctor Cause 
Of Famous Dawes Pipe 


CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—(UN)— 
Origin of the famous Dawes under- 
slung pipe is revealed for the first 
time in a biography of Brigadier 
General Charlies G. Dawes, written 
by a Chicago newspaperman. 

The book, “That Man Dawes,” is 
written by Paul R. Leach, of the 
Chicago Daily News and published 
by Reglly & Lee, of Chicago. 

Dawes, it seem:, never used to 
smoke a pipé, instead he consumed 
20 slender, black cheroots a day. 
His doctor ordered him to cut his 
smoking in half. So Dawes then 
began to smoke 10 fat cigars a day, 
each exactly twice the size of his 
former cheroots. That didn’t satis- 
fy the physician. 

About that time a Chicago in- 
ventor heard of Dawes’ smoking dif- 
ficulties and sent him a sample 
underslung pipe, with a written 
sales talk about its patent construc- 
tion catching most of the nicotine 
and impurities in the smoke. Dawes, 
duly impressed by the printed cir- 
cular, has smoked a similar pipe 
regularly ever since. 

he author details Dawes’ many 
hattles with the senate during his 
term as vice president and then, 
ironically. dedicates the biograpby

INVESTMENT BANKERS 


Silas Strawn Warns Against 
Municipalities Running 
~Far in Debt. 


NEW ORLEANS, Oct. 15.—()— 

he Investment Bankers’ Association 
of America today concluded its con- 
vention after hearing Silas H. Strawn, 
Chicago .attorney and banker, warn 
of the danger of municipalities issuing 
obligations in excess of revenue. 


Mr. Strawn’s address, the election of 
officers, and the reception of remain- 
ing committee reports, constituted the 
program of the .inal session. 

Henry T. Ferris, of St. Louis, was 
elected president of the association, 
succeeding Trowbridge Callaway, of 
New York. 


Strawn, speaking at the convention's 
request on his connection with the 
straightening out of Chicago's finan- 
cial difficulties, vigorously protest- 
ed. against governmental . extrava- 
gance and the issuance of govert- 
mental securities not warranted by 
proportionately increasing revenue. 

He said that Chicago’s experience 
might serve as an illustration to other 
cities of what might happen if supply 
of revenue is stopped. 

“Trouble comes to cities,” he af- 
firmed, “not when debts are incurred, 
but when these debts must be paid.” 

Citing statistics, Strawn asserted 


that from 1913 to 1927 the total cost 
of municipal, state and federal gov- 
ernment had increased from $3,000,- | 
000,000 to $12,000,000,000, with the | 
expectation that in 1930 it will amount | 
to $13,500,000,000. In the same pe- |

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—(4)—Anxiety 
over reports of blizzards damaging un- 
threshed grain in Canada led to higher 
prices here for wheat and oats much 
of the time today. A big falling off in 
domestic receipts of wheat northwest 
was also a notable feature. Wheat, 
however, failed to hold gains well in 
the face of profit taking sales which 
developed quickly on bulges in quota- 
tions. 

The close for wheat was irregular, 
ranging from 1-2c a bushel decline to 
1-2c advance, compared with yester- 
day’s finish. Corn closed 7-8@1 7-Se 
down, oats unchanged to 5-Sc higher, 
and provisions unchanged to a rise of 
32 cents. 


Estimates persisted that fullly 100,- 
000,000 bushels of unthreshed Cana- 
dian wheat in the prairie provinces 
had been caught without protection 
from the onset of wintry weather. 
Other estimates put the total at 40.- 
000,000 bushels in either case, the ef- 
fect was to lift prices here decidedly 
at some stages, and to do so in a 
more lasting manner at Winnipeg. A 
sudden jump in wheat prices at Liver- 
pool also was ascribed to the news 
from Canada, although some messages 
received in Chicago said the Liver- 
pool advance was due to buying orders 
from this side of the Atlantic. 


On the other hand, general rains 
in northern Argentina, together with 
reports of prospective larger offerings 
of southern hemisphere wheat in Eu- 
rope, counted at times as more or 
less of a counter balance to unfavor- 
able advices from Canada. Besides, 
export demand for north American 
wheat was slow, and the world’s avail- 
able supply of wheat showed 3,124,- 
000 bushels increase for the week. 
Meanwhile, domestic arrivals of wheat 
today at Minneapolis and Duluth to- 
taled but 289 cars, against 485 cars a 
week ago and 635 cars at this time 
last year. Mills at Kansas City were 
reported as active buyers of wheat 
there at higher premiums, receipts be- 
ing small and a good sized decrease 
of stocks indicated for the week. 

Corn sold off sharply after a tran- 
cient upturn when the wheat market 
‘developed strength. Oats averaged 
higher, influenced by word of damage 
to unthreshed oats and barley in 
Canada.

Georgian Te Tells Sixth Dis- 
trict Convention Hoover 
Program Is Failure. 


MACON, Ga., Oct. 15.—(/)—Unit- 
ed States Senator Walter F. George, 
a guest of the sixth district conven- 
tion here Wednesday, in an address 
before the delegates declared that the 
Hoover farin relief program has been 
a -failure. 

“It has resulted in practically no 
benefit to the general farmer through- 
out the United States,” declared Sen- 
ator George. 

“I feel strongly that the ultimate 
result of the legislation of the Hoo- 
ver administration toward farm relief 
is failure, for it is based on wrong 
principles. There is some good in it, 
of course, as it would be hard to 
frame a bill calling for the expenii- 
ture of great sums of money without 
being of benefit to some. 

“When Hoover came into office, 
he came with the pledge to relieve 
agriculture. He said it could be re- 
lieved by passage of the farm bill 
and, second, by legislative revision of 
tariff in favor of the farmer.” 

Telling of the work of tariff revi- 
gion, he alleged that a secretary 
the Association of Connecticut 
ufacturers was allowed to sit 
secret meeting of the republican fi- 
nance committee investigating the 
tariff revision until the matter was 
discovered by the democrats and the 
manufacture was excluded. 

Lamenting the failure of an effort 
to adjust tariff measures to be of 
greater benefit to the farmer, he said 
that “there was never at any time 
a proposal to drastically wipe away 
tariff or to do anything but begin a 
downward move against the great 
tariff wall we have erected about the 
United States.” 

The convention formally reaffirmed 
the nomination of Representative 
Sam Rutherford in the primary of 
September 10. 

R. lL. Dickey was re-elected chair- 
man and Joe Ben Jackson was re- 
elected secretary. 

‘Quimby Melton, Griffin, Ga., edi- 
tor, declared in nominating Mr. Ruth- 
erford that the congressman had prov- 
en himself to be ‘‘a friend of the ex-

, James B. Park, of the superior court, 
\in a hearing here late Tuesday night, 


denied an application for a writ of 
habeas corpus for Burley Adams, 
convicted murderer, d upheld the 
constitutionality of the state electro- 
cution law. Adams’ attorneys had at- 
tacked the validity of the electrocu- 
tion law in niaking application for a 
writ of habeas corpus. 

Adams was convicted of the slaying 
of Walter kh. Tolbert, a federal pro- 
hibition agent, near Augusta, Ga., in 
February, 1928, Tolbert was shot to 
death from ambush as he rode in an 
automobile with a party of officers 
oe from a raid on a whisky 
still. 

The convicted slayer was under 
sentence to die on October 11 when 
Judge Park, on the night of October 
10, stayed the electrocution on appli- 
cation for a writ of habeas corpus. 

The petition for the writ attacked 
the legality of electrocution as a 
means of execution in this state. 
Three grounds of alleged unconstitu- 
tionality were set up in the petition. 

A dispatch from Augusta, received 


shortly after news was received here 
that the writ had been denied, said 
that NSolicitor-General George Hains, 
of the Augusta circuit, would seek an 
early resentencing of Adams. The 
prisoner has twice been convicted and 
three times sentenced to die. 

Nolicitor-General Hains said he 
would ask Judge A. L. Franklin, of 
the Augusta. circuit, to resentence 
Adams at Appling, county seat of 
Columbia county, at the earlies possi- 
ble date. Judge Franklin is now hold- 
ing court in Georgia. 

The attack on the constitutionality 
of the electrocution law was based 
on the contention that it was in vio- 
lation of a provision of the state con- 
stitution that all sentences for sim- 
ilar offenses be uniform over the 
state. Attorneys for Adams said this 
provision clashed.with a section of the 
electrocution law which allowed hang- 
ing for persons indicted and convict- 


ed for capital offenses before the pas-. 


sage of the act, and required elec- 
trocution for those indicted and econ- 
victed after passage of the act. 

Another allegation contended that 
the only constitutional officer in

the sheriff of the county where the 
crime was committed. The etrocu- 
tion law makes the superintendent of 
the state prison farm, an. appointed 
officer, the executioner. 

The third ground was on a legal 
technicality alleging violation of the 
provision of the United States con- 
stitution guaranteeing® due process of 
law to all citizens accused of crime. 
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Assisting Solicitor-General Mains in 
opposing the writ was T. K. Gress, 
assistant attorney-general of Georgia.

Taro Miyake, who wrestles. Bill

\has the aid of a jacket. 


When jiu jitsu was developed in 
Japan ‘some hundreds of years ago, 
the Japs made use of the short jack- 
ets worn. Choking is one hold used 
in jiu jitsu. The hands are locked 
about the lapel of the jacket and the 
jacket itself serves to choke the wear- 
er. The Japanese arm lock in jiu 
jitsu employs the jacket. It is wrap- 
ped about the arm and pressure ap- 


plied at the elbow. The jacket pre- 


vents the captured man from twisting 
his arm free. It will not slip in the 
grip of the cloth. 


In jiu jitsu one may be in any posi- 
tion. Being on his back is a favorite 
position with Miyake in jiu jitsu 
wrestling. He uses his feet a great 
deal, A jiu jitsu match is concluded 
when an opponent gives up and not 
when his shoulders are pinned. 


Miyake and Bill Bartush, who meet 
in the semi-windup, will wrestle one 
fall eatch-as-catch-can with a 30-min- 
ute time limit.
